This comes as a prelude to the oral 
argument of the .case Monday by at- 
torneys for the defense and for the 
govrnment. The brief is the work of j 
D.-T.Watson, John IT.

state trade in oil, and to gain a mo- 
nopoly of it. 
The brief asserts that

whose adverse decree the 
defendants 


seek to overturn, held that solely he- 
cause these individual joint owners of 
a group of non-competitive properties 
engaged for forty years in
